LEGISLATION AND CRIME. 


‘Mr. Edwin W., Sims, retiring from the presti- 
dency of the Chicago Crime Commission, lays spe- 
cial stress on the need for reforms in our criminal 
courts administration. 

The reminder is timely. The public is apt to 
think of the crime problem as merely a question 
of honest and efficient police. Any examination 
of conditions discloses the fallacy of such a view. 
Catching the criminal is only the first step, and 
though our police conditions were perfect, it would 
not carry us to our goal, which is the successful 
infliction of the appropriate penalty upon. the 
wrongdoer. Our police conditions are not perfect, 
as we very well know. They present a difficult 
problem involving complications of an assorted 
variety, political and social. But if we were able 
to solve that problem; if we were able to insure 
that every criminal were caught, we should -still 
have the problem of holding him, trying him, and 
making him pay the penalty affixed to his: offense. 

As a matter of fact, we must deal with all of 
these phases of the war against crime at the same 
time, but Mr. Sims does well to emphasize the 
evils of inefficient juditial administration, because 
some of the worst can be corrected or checked by | 
legislation. .With much experience Mr. Sims de- 
clares “our Present system ought to be entirely 
revamped.” That is a difficult task, but we hope 
a beginning at least can be made upon it at the 
present session of the assembly. Measures to 
meet the clearest defects and which are hardly 
debatable, should be pressed for prompt enactment. 
The bar should take the lead and we think the 
press and public are sufficiently concerned over 
existing conditions to apply ‘the necessary pres- 
sure upon the lawmaking body. With a begin- 
ning made a momentum will be gained which 
should enable us to get a more thorough and com- 
prehensive reform accepted and established. 

Mr. Holden, who succeeds Mr. Sims, presents a 
program of immediate legislation which seems to 
us in the main thoroughly safe and sound as to 
private right and plainly desirable. It attacks 
the evils of our bail methods, which provide fre- 
quent easy exits for the criminal after he has been 
caught and indicted. It proposes severer penal- 
ties for habitual criminals and also the betterment 
of our juries and the strengthening of the powers 
of the judge. 

Certainly law-abiding citizens have been too long 
at the mercy of crime because of the weakness of 
justice. There are some evils of administration 
which are the effects of a lack of morale and the 
consequent interference of corrupt influences with 
the due processes of justice. These it will be a 
long task to correct, but the defects, which are 
merely of method and system can be and should 
promptly be corrected by proper legislation. 


THE MAN KILLER. . 


President Harding has notified the state depart- 
‘ment that it will be a government policy not to 
sell surplus rifles. A request for a half million 
guns was received and refused. It is understood 
that they were wanted in Russia to be disposed of 
to Turkey.. The American government avoids 
complicity in the use which would be made of the 
weapons. 

The government never can be sure that in some 
faShion rifles sold to foreign agents will not be 
used to make trouble for the United States, as 


the United States or not, the sale would contribute 
to misery somewhere. 

The recognition that it is bad policy to distribute 
military weapons regardless of consequences might 
then lead to another policy, which would consider 
the consequences of distributing pistols al] over 
the country to individudis. Few-people need or 
want a pistol for any other purpose than killing 
human beings. The average law abiding citizen 
generally is in a worse fix with a pistol than with- 
out one. The criminal knows how to use a gun. 
The average citizen merely thinks he does, and 
frequently enough it is dangerous thinking. The 
killings are not done by citizens defending their 
homes or their persons. They are done by persons 
who want to commit murder or who are willing to 
do so, 

We do not believe or say that government con- 


but it would reduce gun toting and it would not be 
sd easy fof any one to lay hands on a pistol! in 
any weak or inflamed moment. Professional crime 
does not contribute the bulk of American mur- 
ders. They come from the uncontrolled impulses 
of people who always can find a man killer when 
they want to use it.

Evidence of Physician Is

Adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow, when the state will 
offer its rebuttal testimony. This is 
not expected to occupy more than one 
day. 

Most of the witnesses were called 
today to attack the testimony of Dr. 
O. F. Shipman, who testified he saw 
two of the defendants, Joe Carnaghie 
and Leva Mann, and two others under 
indictment, fire into the bodies of the 
six victims at the cemetery. They 
placed the doctor at or near his office 
at the approximate hour of the kill- 
ings. Jacob Jones, a Herfin policeman, 
testified he talked to Dr. Shipman at 
$55 and that the physician said he 
had seen the crowd going down the 
etreet, but had recognized no one who 
had charge of the captured ment. 


Did Not Stop Procession. 
“Tell the jury what you did that 


morning to prevent these murders?” 
directed Senator Otis Glenn on cross 
examination. 

“TI went down the street toward the 
depot,” the witness replied. 

“You had heard this procession was 
coming, hadn't you?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Did you go to the cemetery?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Why didn’t you do something that 
morning to prev: *: these murders?”

CONFESSION RELEASES 
CHILL IN MAN’S DEATH 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 15.—Oliie Chill, 
veteran American league umpire, today 
was exonerated from connection with 
the murder of Edward J. McGregor, 
26 years old, who was shot to death 
during a drunken brawl late Saturday 
night, in an alleged confession made 
by George C. Roedl. 
Chill and Robert J. Burke, a _ local 
contractor, who, with Roedl, were 
found in an apartment, were released 
from custody, and Roedil will be 
charged with first degree murder. 
The police say Roedl admitted shoot- 
ing MeGregor after the latter had fired 
two shots at him. He said, according 
to the police, that he attempted to act 
as a peacemaker between McGregor 
and Chill, and was pleading with Mc- 
Gregor to stop quarreling when Mc- 
Gregor took a revolver from a dresser 
and -fired at him. In the struggle 
which followed, Roedl’s story is that 
the gun fell to the floor and he picked 
it up and shot McGregor twice.

The revol- 
ver was one which they brought back 
with them.
